JIM KEENE’S GAME, 


A Scheme for a Barge Line to Bear the 
Wheat Market. 


A report comes from New Yorkthat Jim 
Keene has sent an agent to thisjcity to make 
arrangements for organizing a barge line here 
to run to New Orleans, Keene’s objectis said 
to be to run this line in opposition to the barge 


line that Jay Gould is interested in. Keene 
is a noted bear in the stock market, and hav- 
ing control of a Mississippi barge line heis of 
the Opinion that he could reduce river rates 
on bulk grain to such low rates that the 
greater portion of the grain seek- 
ing an Outlet to Europe would go 
by the river route, Then the trunk railroad 
lines would suffer for lack of transportation, 
and the value of their stock in the speculative 
market be greatly depreciated onthis account. 
Thus he would be enabled to make up on the 
short side of stocks far more than he could lose 
by carrying the grain atalow rate of transport- 
ation. Inquiry among St. Louis merchants, 
barge line officials and others failed to develop 
anything bearing upon this report, which was 
looked upon by mostof*ethem as New York 
‘*bear’’ talk to influence the stock market. If 
a New York agent of Keene’s has been sent 
here he has so far failed to make his presence 
felt among St. Louis capitalists and mer- 
chants. 


Labor Troubles. 

The brewers’ strike wasin about the same 
condition to-day as it has been for several 
days past. The men still claim to be firm and 
confident of success, but a canvass of several 


of the breweries this morning developed the 
fact that everything was going on as usual. 

It is nota matter of demand from skilled 
labor,’’ said one of the firm of Winklemeyer 
K Co., and Wa hardly know 
that a strike has been in progress, 
The places have been cusily filled and there is 
but little prospect of the strike being success- 
ful. Some of the men are very weak and would 
like to get back to work. 

WIRE WORKERS, 

To-day in responseto orders received from 
headquarters at Pittsburg, the wire workers 
inthis city stopped work, although as yet no 
schedule of rates demanded have been pre- 
sented. At the Harrison Wire Works, at 
at Twenty-fifth and Gratiot streets, 
150 men stopped work and Mr. 
Pitch, the Superintendent, stated that no 
stated demands were made, but that they 
would shut down on their rolling mill for the 
present, until something definite is arrived 
at. Thisis the leading establishment in town, 
andthe other wire works generally follow 
their example. The. wages range from G to $10 
a day, and the pores ption is that a raise of 
30 per cent will be demanded. The strike em- 
braces the puddlers, rollers, drawers and 
Leate 8. 

’ THE BOILER MAKERS. 

A 1,¢eporter of the Post DISPATCH Visited sev- 
erul of the boiler nanufactories this morning, 
and found matters in about the same condition. 

Mr. John Rohan said thatthe men holding 
out was an expensive business to both parttes. 
His concern bad offered to advance cents 
on the §275the men had been receiving, and 
he thought it was a mistake that they had not 
necepted, as it was not likely that the 
bosses would give in. As tothe men who went 
to Chicago, ste of them have returned, hav- 
wg found out that matters at the city by 
the lake were not 80 rosy as 
they were represented to be. At present, 
however, things arein statu quo, and unless 
something is done soon there will be a heavy 
to record. One leading boiter maker 
said: ‘sy ou can bet the men 
have got a good dose of striking. 
Whenthev vet through with this one it will be 
very dangerous to suggest anything ot that 
kind intheir vicinity.“

Banks, a Negro Wife-Killer, Pleads 


Guilty and is Sentenced for Life. 


Inthe Criminal Court to-day two murder 
cases were finally disposed of and both de 
fendants sentenced tothe Penitentiary. The 
jury in the case of William McQueen, which 
retired to discuss the evidence at noon yester- 
day, filed into court this morning having 
agreed uponaverdict. Old man McQueen 


was brought out and seated inthe prisoner's 
The foreman of the jury then 
handed the clerk the _ verdict finaing 
William Mc(@)ueen guilty of manslaughter in 
the iourth degree and assessing his punisb- 
ment at two years in the Penitentiary. The 
crime of which McQueen was found guilty was 
He and his wife, 
Agnes McQueen, an old Scotch couple, lived in 
Kirby’s alley, near Twelfth and Spruce. When 
he came home he found that everything of any 
worth had been pawned and his wife waslying 
on the bed. He took up an ax and dealt her u 
blow that resulted fatally three days after- 
wards. He delivered bimself at Central 
District Station saying that he did not intend 
to kill her, but onlyto frighten her, when by 
some mischance he inflicted the fatal blow in- 
stead of striking the pilow. This was the only 
defense nade. Cel. Nat. Claiborne and Con. 
— were appointed by the Conrt to de- 
end. 

When the verdict was read and the defend- 
ant taken back, James Banks, the old negro 
who shot his wife Murch 27, 1880, inthe south- 
western portion of the city, was called 
before the bar. He had addressed 
a letter to Judge Laughlin expressing a desire 
to plead guilty to murderin the second degree, 
and in aceordance with this he pleaded to-day 
and was sentenced to the Penitentiary for his 
naturallife. In the dock a reporter found 
both McQueen and Banks seated side by side, 
and amore absorbing subject for a study of 
human nature could not easily be found. The 
formeris¢l years of age and a Scotehman. 
His long white beard and hair make him ven- 
erable, while his keen eyes closely watch 
everything about him. Banks is 
neariv seventy veurs of aye 
and his bushy black hair covered with a cast 
of gray. His beard is of spurse growtn and his 
whole countenance is thut of a superstitious 
old negro. 

„Well, McQueen, what do you think of your 
sentence?’ 

Oh, I am satisfied, but they should not have 
sentenced tne tu two years. I did not intend 
to kill my wife, and there was no evidence tlrat 
Idid. I delivered myself up and . might 
say I threw myself away. ut I am 
healthy, thank God, and 1 hope that 
the Scotch Society will do some - 
thing to have my sentence cut down. 
I have no friends and no money. 

Banks said: res, 1 preferred to plead 
guilty to murder in the second degree than 
to stand another trial.’’ 

‘What du you think about the severity of 
your sentence?’’

Banks’ uction was u complete 
surprise to his attorney, Mr. Goode, 
who only yesterday received the names of 
witnesses and sent u surveyorto the scene of 
the murder to prove that Banks could not have 
killed his wife in the manner charged. Mr. 
Goode willinquire into the matter,and if he dis- 
covers anything more thanthe defendant's 
voluntary action in the matterthe sentence 
willbe set aside and the new trial recently 
granted by the Supreme Court had. ‘a

A DENVER TRAGEDY. 
Troubles Caused by a Faithless Woman 
—A Seducer and Bride Killed. 
Denver Letter to Cincinnati Gazette. 

The following story, recounting a very sen- 
sational and most distressing - tragedy, is-con- 
densed from the Denver Tribune of June 1. 
The principal actor in it, Charles W. Stick- 
ney, * described as a man of 82, a graduate 
of Harvard University, and by profession a 
tescher. “Ile went to Denver,” says the 
Tribune, “inthe cariy part of last year, ac- 
companied by his wife, a woman of about 25 
veurs of ave, round and plump of ficure, 
with soft brown eves aud hair of the same 
color, and a winsome, fascinating expression 
of countenance. Notwithstanding the fact 
that Stickney had his pockets full of first 
«lass letters of introduction from well known 
Lontlemen lathe East, he failed to tind satis- 
factory employment, and, leaving his wife in 
Denver with sufficient funds to support her- 
self comfortably, departed for the mountains 
to seck Lis fortune inthe precarious pursuit 
of prospecting for siiver. 

“It was while he was absent, some time in 
July, that Mrs. Stickney met Mr. Gampau, a 
well known real estate broker. lie had al- 
ready made a favorable impression in society, 
hed become a member of the 
Society, and sang in the choir of the Episco- 
zul Church. Justhow the meeting between 
Mr. Caumpau andthe wife of the Professor 
came alout is not known. Their aequaint- 
ance pie gresscel so rapidly that one day in 
August Compau proposed a carriage ride. 
Mrs. Stickney consented.“ The eveat of that 
drive is sbown in the sequel. When Sticknev 
retuiped fro the mountains some 
later his suspicions were aroused by tie con- 
duct of his wife, and on being closely ques- 
tiencd she began to. weep, and confessed to 
him that she had betrayed his 
contidepee in her honor On 
this the unsband at once sought 
ihe iet of Campau. The result of their in- 
terviewW Was xn acreement between them that 
Campeanu should give, as asalve to stickney’s 
wounded honor, 710,000, divided up as fol- 
lows: A deed tor a lot of ground in West 
Denver valued at 35,000, and seven $1,000 
notes, pavable six months apart, secured by 
atiustdeed of Campau’s undivided one-half 
ofa Mock in West Denver. The conveyance 
avpdthe notes were made and delivered to 
Sticknev, who deposited them in the First 
National Bank of Denver, and then, in com- 
pany With his wife, started for Palatine, III., 
au Hitie town near Chicago. “Pie matter 
first became kuown, had 
exused quite a ripple onthe smooth smooth 
waters of Denver society, had been alm 
forvotten, When Mr. Campau, on the 
April of this vear, began suit in the District 
Court and obtained an injunetion enjoining 
Stickney, Smith,and the First National bank 
as ageni,from conveving the proper v he bad 
roceived from Campau. Owing to ~titknev’s 
Jbsenee, summons could not be served upon 
him; hut he was made aware of the om- 
mencement of Campau’s suit by the receipt 
efacopy ofthe summons and writ of in- 
junction. Heat once returned to Denver,

He paid no attention to 
the sympathy of his friends or tothe repor- 
ters and.oficials who moved about the room. 
The dead woman lay with her head to a win- 
dow in the eastern wail of the house, her 
little slippered feet pointing toward the door 
which led fromthe dining room tothe kitchen. 
In this doorway, his face covered with a 
handkerchief, lay the body of the dead real 
estate broker.” 


A NOBLE WOMAN. 
The Grand Qualitics Shown by the 
Wife of a Contirmed Rascal. 
From the New York Times, June 5. 

The death in Jersey City of Mrs. Sarah M. 
Hamilton recalls a touching story of wifely 
devotion. Mrs. Hamilton was connected 
With a highly respectable family. She was 
married to Alexander D. Hamilton, whose 
family connections were equal to her own. 
Hamilton associated with politicians, and 
eight or nine vears ago Was made Treasurer 
ot Jersey City. He had been in office a trifle 
less than three years when he fied, and it 
was discovered that he had stolen 
780,000 of city bonds. Ile Was 
tracked through the country till he was 
finally ascertained to be in Mexico. 
Police Sergeant, now Chief Benjamin Mur— 
phy was sent to that country to capture him. 
Murphy found that Hamilton had placed 
himself under the protection of Cortina, who 
was the leader of a powerful band of outlaws. 
He decided that this protection would last 
only so long as Hamiiton’s money, and he 
patiently Waited in Mexico till the outlaws 
should turn the fugitive out from among 
them pennitess. He did not have to wait 
munv weeks. Cortina robbed his ward of all 
he had and then abandoned him. Murphy 
brought bim back to Jersey Citv. Tire first 
person to meet him was his faithful wife. 
she forgave him the disgrace he had 
brought upon her and their children. 

When be was arraigned he pleaded cuilty. 
More in response to her entreaties than to 
“rN circumstances mitigating his offense, the 
court jenientiv imposed a sentence of but 
three vears imprisonment. Mrs. Hamilton 
went atonce to the Governor toseek her 
busband’s pardon. Whenshe found that he 
could do nothing without the aid of a Court 
of Pardons, she importuned evervbody in her 
lurve circle of friends tointercede with the 
members of the court in her husbands bhe- 
bal. She sacriticed health and fortune in ber 
efforts to get him out. A vear before his 
term would have expired he was released 
om his continement. 

Mrs. Hamilton then placed the remnant of 
her little fortune in his hands, and bade him 
in: ke anew man of himself. His friends be- 
lieved that he was on the fair road to redemp- 
tion, and all gave him a lifting band. He 
estylblishbed a milk route that gave empioy- 
mnt to three men, and vicided a handsome 
income: but he soon fell back into evil com- 
pany. Selling out bis milk route, he pur- 
chescd a saloon on Grove street. here 
be started a variety show of 
very lowest character. He 
tically deserted his wife 
end women that performed on his stage or 
gathered to witness the plavs. The police 
raided the place and arrested him. Mrs. 
Hami don satin court at his trial, acting the 
part of a faithful wife, notwithstanding his 
treachery tober. During allthis time Mrs. 
Hlamilton’s family and friends saw, with 
anxiety, that her health was failing. They 
begged her to discardthe man and leave 
him to his fate. She turned a deaf ear to 
them. Several years ago Hamilton disap- 
peared from his home. The faithful woman 
heard nothing from him, and her death 
from a broken heart is the reward of her 
fidelity.

‘An Artist in That Line and the Curi- 
ous Things He Does. .

A man with bronzed face, about 55 years 
of age, but younger in looks, with twinkling 
gray eyes and a mustache in which every 
hair asserted its bristling individuality, arose 
from a sofa and greeted the Sun reporter with 
sailor-like beartiness as he entered the front 
room of the second story at 36 Oak street. 

Jou seem to be not very busy to-day,’’ 
said the reporter. , 

„Well, no,“ the artist replied; Tuesday 
is a dull day, generally. If you had come 
yesterday you would have seen this room 
packed.

how. ‘You never mind,’ said he shaking 
his head in a very knowing and puzzling 
manner; I've got my own ideas about this 
business,’ and that was all I got out of him.“ 

ou have no idea why he is getting this 
done?’ 

Not the It; he’s a perfect mystery to 
me.“ 

Have you any regular customers?” 

“Well, no, nor have I had any since I fin- 
ished picking in May, 1886, the tattooed man 
now exhibiting at Coney Island. He has a 
picture of the Washington monument on his 
breast Iie was originally exhibited as a 
Greek,tattooed in captivity, but isnow known 
as the American tattooed man. He was once 
a jeweler down town ona small salary. [ un- 
derstand that he gets 540 a week now.” 

»MWhat is your principal class of custom- 
ers 727 

‘*Tradesmen, and not sailors, as you might 
at first suppose, although I have a great 
many customers among them. One of the il- 
lustrated papers represented me and an as- 
sistunt tattooing a roomful of ladies once: 
butit was -alluntrue. 1 don’t average ten 
lady Visitors a year. They usually have the 
names of their lovers or husbands, surround- 
ed by roses, picked on their forearms. Last 
month a man came here from Canada by ap- 
pointinent. Ile was avery high toned, well 
dressed Englishman, and had the English 
coat of arms picked in his forearm. I have 
visitors from all parts of the United States. 
[It is, Ll think, impossible to remove an India 
ink picture. Here where this is,“ said Mr. 
Hiloebrend, st owing 2 ship on the back of his 
hand, “*l hada gathering. Although the skin 
Was removed Lys the poultice l applied to it, 
the ship eme out as plain as ever onthe new 
skin. The only way to tix a badly picked or 
objectionable design is to cover 1t with a new 
and more deeply colored one. Men come here 
semetimes with pictures picked in their arms 
when boys and have tbe covered with wil- 
low-shaded tombs containing the words, ‘To 
the memery of my mother.’ ‘This is a favor- 
ite design of oid men. 

Young men frequently have the coat of 
arms of their country or State picked in to 
cover distasteful pictures. Men who haye 
had the names of sweethearts who have jilted 
them on their arms often have them covered 
with pictures. Members of the Fire Depart- 
ment almost invariably wantthe old volun- 
teer fireman with a speaking trumpet at his 
lips. American sailors like the Goddess of 
Liberty; sailors of other nations the coat of 
arms of their country. An Indian with up- 
lifted tomahawk is a great favorite with the 
tars. Sailors sometimes come to me full of 
enthusiasm and beer, and want the initials of 
their boarding-house keeper’s daughters, 
whom they have known several days, picked 
in them.“ 

“What is the best time for your work?“ 

‘Winter. I have more customers in the 
summer, however, because money is more 
plentifulthen. The work dries quicker in 
the winter. The best day’s work I ever did 
brought me 327.” 

„Do vou have many boy visitors?” 

„Sometimes a father brings his little 
bovs with him, and they have their names 
putin their arms, where nearly all India ink 
designs are put, so they can be identitied if 
drowned or lost. A ship captain drowned 
recently in the East River was recognized 
solely by means of his name picked with In- 
dia ink in his arzo. Hundreds of soldiers 
hadthcir names inthe center of a Knapsack, 
worked on their breasts or arms bv me 
When Iwas with the Army of the Potomac 
as a neus agent.

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A Fortune in Cigar Stumps. 
From a Paris Letter. 

Every morning from S to 10 there is held 
in the Place Maubert, back of the Pantheon, 
in the Quartier Latin,a market for tobacco 
stumps. If vou have ever been in Paris vou 
cannot have failed to see many men wander- 
ing about the cafes and restaurants on the 
boulevards picking upthe stumps of cigars 
thrown on the floor and sidewalk by the gen- 
tlemen Who sit there smoking and sipping 
their mazagrin, cafe noir, absinthe, ver- 
mouth or “sherry goblers,“ as our Parisian 
friends term a “cobbler.” This market 
is one of the great curiosities of 
Paris. No one should fail to see it 
when “doing” Paris. A kilogramme (two 
pounds two and three-quarter ounces) of 
stumps from Londres cigars is worth from 
1 francs to 2% francs, according to the 
length ofthe stump. The ends of cigars 
which sell at ö and 10 centimes apiece, being

centi (lo cents United States currency)

There was 
formerly an old fellow in the Maubert quarter 
who became so rich at this humble business 
of selling cigar stumps that he had an anuual 
income of 15, 000 franes. 


Blonde Hair Changed to Black. 
From the Washington Post. 

Ata meeting of the Biological Society, held 
atthe Smithsonian Institution last evening, 
Dr. D. W. Prentiss read a paper entitled 
Notes on the Action of Pelocarpus pennati- 
Joltus in Changing the Color of Human 
Ilair.“ Professor Prentiss’ paper recorded 
a very remarkable case of the change in color 
of the hair of a lady patient in this city, who 
hed been treated several months for blood 
poisoning, With jaborandi, a Brazilian plant 
used in medicine. This medicine, which is 
viven te produce sweating in certain rare 
cases, Was first given to the patient in sub- 
cutaneous injections in December last. 
At that time and previously her hair 
was a light blonde, but within about’ 
two weeks a change toward a darker color 
was perceptible, which increased, until in the 
middle of January the hair became of a chest- 
nut-brown color. In May the color was 
nearly a pure black, which it still retains, 
although there is a slightly apparent ten- 
dency to return again to a lighter color. As 
this is the only recorded case of this plant 
(which is not, however, in common use) hav- 
ing produced any perceptible change in the 
color of buman hair, it becomes a matter of 
interest to know how this change was 
brought about and how often it might accom- 
pany the use of this remedy. A microscopic 
examination shows the hair to contain ‘a 
Zreatly increased quantity of pigment matter, 
and scientists now await with interest the re- 
sults of future growths to ascertain whether 
they will retain their old color or retain that 
newly acquired.

ED P. McCARTY. 


Death of the Young and Brilliant Attorney 
Last Evening. 


Sdward . McCarty, the well known attor- 


| ney, died last evening at his residence, 3417 ) 


Franklin avenue, after a few days’ intense 
suffering trom an internal disorder. The 
trouble commenced with an engorgement of 
the intestines, necessitating a painful opera- 
tion. Inflammation then set in and Mr. Me- 


Carty passed beyond medical skill. His death 
has occasioned a widespread feeling of sincere 
regret. He was one oi the most pop- 
ular members of the St. Louis bar, and 
his legal abilities were recognized at the home 
of his practice and throughout the State. Born 
in Indiana in 1846 he had scarcely attained his 
thirty-fifth year. Atan early age he turned 
his attention to law and studied for some years 
in the office of Judge Miller at Keokuk, lowa. 
Just before the war he cameto st. Louis, and 
was appointed Deputy Clerk of the Supreme 
Court under Mr. Fishback. Subsequently he 
became Chief Clerk, and later Mr. 
McCarty went into the law 
ofice of Sharp & Broadhead. Admission 
tothe bar here gave him prominence in the 
profession, and he very soon made his mark in 
the conduct of some dimcult cases. During 
the Brown Administration he was appointed 
City Counselor, a position which he held with 
great credit. Of late years he tigured in allthe 
important litigation betore the courts of this 
city and the Supreme Court. He always enter- 
ed a case with the intention of winning and he 
seldom failed. He was married in 1861 to 
Lydia, youngest daughter of tha late A. II. 
Evans, by whom there are two children sur- 
Viving. Mr. McCarty was an elector on the 
Hancock ticket. His social qualities won for 
him the esteem and regard of a wide circle.
